QSLs ‘Are a Portal to the Past by by Jerry Berg, chair of the Committee to Preseroe Railio 
Verifications: Recent articles in Radio World about AM DXing (long-distance listening) and 
QSL (cards and letters verifying reception) are a reminder that the hobby of long-distance 
radio listening is still around. During the first fow years of the 1920s the novelty of the radio 
medium made AM broadcast DXing very popular with the general public. Interest waned 
mid-decade but was rekindled in the early 1930s with the advent of shortwave broadcasting 
and the possibility of reception over hitherto-unachievable distances. DXing declined during 
World War Il, but bounced back during the Cold War and held its own until the media 
landscape began changing in recent years. Among the hardcore, however, the thrill has never 
died. To the DX cognoscenti there is nothing quite so exciting as hearing a faraway signal, 
direct, with nothing between you and the station except the ether. [tis not about how well yout 
hear a station, or what the programs are, I's about distance, and power. The noise fading and 
interference of a tough DX catch just add to the excitement. DXing is an acquired taste, 
‘especially on shortwave. Your neighbor might be able to relate to the novelty of hearing a 
domestic AM station at a long distance. But try to explain the joys of staying up all night to 
listen to a station that you can barely hear, broadcasting in a language that you don't 
understand. For years DXers believed that if they could only get people to try DXing, they 
would like it. They found that the primal spirit that motivates the DXer is not easily 
transferable. One of the tangible byproducts of DXing is the QSL, the card or letter from a 
station responding to a reception report in which the listener proves his or her reception by 
describing the programming heard. The QSL. verifies the listener's reception. DXers collect 
{QSLs as mementos of their reception and as evidence of DXing achievement, The QSLing of 
broadcast stations is often thought to have been an outgrowth of the common ham practice of 
exchanging QSLs of two-way amateur contacts (“QSOs”), thus applying to the one-way 
‘medium of broadcasting a practice that developed in the two-way medium of ham radi. In 
fact, however, ham QSLing itself grew out of the even earlier practice of hams and nor-hams 
alike sending postcard reception reports to hams and other experimental stations that they 
heard. This pattem took root in the second decade of the 190(s. In those very early years, 
transmitter range was the main indicator of station performance, hence a station operator's 
interest in knowing how far his signal could be heard by whoever happened to be listening, 
Such reports were considered valuable, whether coming from the ham at the other end of 2 
(QSO, a listening ham, or a non-ham listener or experimenter. Thus reception reports to 
broadcast stations actually represented a return to the earliest conventions of listener-station 
contact.

American Broadcasting on the campus of the University of Maryland in College Park. The 
approximately 45,000 QSLs under roof (the figure includes duplicates) are mainly from US. 
and foreign AM stations and shortwave broadcast stations worldwide, with some FM, TV, 
amateur and ulility stations represented as well. The collection includes QSLs belonging to 
‘more than 200 DXers. From some there are just a few QSL; other collections run well beyond 
a thousand. To leaf through the collection is to see radio history pass before your eyes. The 
‘oldest QSL, a ham card, is from 1921; the oldest from a US. AM station is from WKN, 
Memphis, Tenn, 1922. Among the QSLs in the collection are a 1923 letter from KDKA; a 1941 
letter from Edwin H. Armstrong verifying reception of his FM station, W2XMN; and a letter 
and card from pioneer shortwave broadcaster PC] in Hilversum, Holland sent in 1929 while 
Shortwave broadcasting was still in the experimental stage. QSLs needn't be of special 
historical significance to be interesting, however. There are QSLs from big stations and small 
stations, from World War Il and from the Cold War years, from private stations and 
government stations, from the US. and from exotic locations, from countries that no longer 
‘exist — even from pirate stations and clandestine broadcasters, Some QSL are simple, others 
‘elaborate; sometimes the text is pro forma, other times detailed and personal. Often stations 
tenclose a schedule, coverage map, photograph or other souvenir. Station logos, signatures of 
station, personnel, descriptions of equipment, etc. provide a valuable connection to the 
station’s history. Sometimes it is the only history that remains. Although CPRV began as an 
effort to memorialize the work of individual DXers by salvaging this material that was 
probably headed for the dumpster, it is more than a sentimental exercise. The collection has 
served asa source of information and graphics for books, articles, websites, etc. Because of the 
size and scope of the collection, a station’s QSLs over a range of years can be compared, 
offering some visible continuity to the history of stations, many now long gone. QSLing has, 
changed over the years. Once the province of the station's technical staff to whom long- 
distance reception was no less a novelty than it was to the listener, today QSLing is mainly a 
matter of listener relations. And much QSLing is now done electronically. While plainish- 
looking e-mail verifications do not display as well as their postal mail counterparts, a colorful 
‘e-mail attachment can offer much the same satisfaction as a paper QSL. Alas, budgetary 
considerations have led some stations to stop verifying altogether, and in general itis harder 
to pry a QSL from a station than it used to be. But for those bitten by the QSL bug, itis still the 
‘essential last step in a DX experience. Readers wishing to learn more about CPRV or see more

‘A recap oF 2010, 

2010 was a very productive reception/DX year for me. In 2010 I had 2,096 receptions setting an 
all-time personal record. OF those, 1,964 receptions (more than doubling 2009's 890 receptions) were 
in the medium wave band with 1,853 receptions (beating, 2009's 882 receptions) at my regular 
listening post, 53 during a DX outing in Linden, VA, 36 while on vacation in Luray, VA and 22 
while in Puerio Rico. OF the 1853 receptions at my listening post, 1527 were using the JRC NRD- 
545, 21 using the Tecsun PL-310 and 5 using the Sony ICF-SW7600G. OF the 1, 527 receptions using 
the NRD-545, 676 were using the Kiwa loop, 438 using the 134 foot multiband antenna, 206 using 
the Quantum loop, 198 using the 65 foot multiband antenna and 9 using the 43 foot Eavesdropper.

‘The New Station Average per station heard (NSA) at my regular listening post is 081 Or, almost 
1 new station for every 10 receptions. The New Station Average doesn't guarantee I will get a new 
station every 10 receptions. NSA is simply an average. New Station Average per Day (NSAD) is 41 
‘oF averaging almost 1/2 a new station per day. Reception Average (RAVG) at my regular listening 
post is 5.077 Or, 5 stations heard on average each day of the year. RAVG is analogous to baseball 
batting average. Continuing the analogy, a BAVG of 333 doesn’t guarantee the batter will get 3 hits 
for every 10 at bats, likewise I probably didn’t hear exactly 5 stations each day of 2010. Since 1 
average 5 receptions per day if| multiply 41 * 2 (for 2 days or average 10 receptions) this equals 82 
‘Close enough to confirm the accuracy of the New Station Average calculation 

Of the 151 stations, 128 heard using the JRC NRDS45 (67 using Kiwa loop, 20 using 134 foot 
multiband antenna, 20 using Quantum loop, 19 using 65 foot multiband antenna and 2 using the 43 
foot Eavesdropper antenna) and 23 first time stations heard using the Teesun PL-310, 151 stations 
breakdown by month. 11 January; 48 February; 28 March; 9 April; 3 May; 2 June; 5 July; 5 August; 5 
‘September; 25 October, 5 November and 5 December. 

heard 156 stations (besting 2009's total of 145) for the first time at my current QTH. This count is 
different than the 151 first time stations as it only looks for unique reception for the QTH regardless 
of other listening locations. Breaks down as 131 heard using the NRD545, 24 heard using the PL-310 
and 1 heard using the Sony ICF-SW7600G, 

‘Some fantastic distance catches in 2010 from my listening post. KNX Los Angeles, CA took the 
top with a distance of 2279.1 miles (heard using NRDS45 and 134 foot multiband antenna). 2nd was

KOA Denver, CO at 1,456.6 miles (heard using the NRD545 134 foot multiband antenna and on 
another date heard using the NRDS and Kiwwa loop. Also heard using the PL-S10 with built in 
antenna). 3rd was WOAT San Antonio, TX at 1, 336.4 (heard using the NRD545 and the Kiwa loop 
and on another date using theNRDSS and 65 foot multiband antenna). 4th was CKIM Baie Verte, 
NL at 1,298.2 miles (using the Tecsun PL-310 with builtin antenna). 5th was CFRW Winnipeg, MB 
at 1235 miles (heard using NRD545 and 134 foot multiband antenna). 6th was WBAP Fort Worth, 
‘TX at 1,179 miles (heard using the NRDSIS and 65 foot multiband antenna and on another date 
heard using the Teesun PL-3i0). 7th was KRMG Tulsa, OK at 10453 miles (heard using the 
NRDS545 and Quantum loop and on another date using the Tecsun PL-310 and built-in antenna). 8th 
twas another station from Tulsa, KFAQ at 1,018.4 miles (heard using the NRDS45 and Kiwa loop). 
‘9th was KWKH Shreveport, LA at 1,006.9 miles (heard using the NRD545 and Kiwa loop). To round 
out the top 10, at 10th was WCCO Minneapolis, MN at 926.6 miles (heard using the NRDS545 and 
‘Quantum loop, heard another date using the NRD545 and Kiwa loop, heard another date using the 
NRD5d5 and the 131 foot multiband antenna and also heard on another date using the PL-310 with 
the built-in antenna). 

Focusing on the ultralight Tecsun PL-310 with the builtin antenna at my listening post. Ist is 
KOA at 1,456.6 miles, 2nd is CKIM at 1,298.2 miles, 3rd is WBAP at 1,179 miles, 4th is KRMG at 
1045.3 miles, 5th is WCCO at 929.6 miles, th is WTNI at 860.3 miles, 7th is WHO at 859.3 miles, 8th 
is KCNZ at 8233 miles, 9th is WMT at 7734 miles and 10th is WKSH at 6338 miles. While 
hhoneymooning in Puerto Rico, using the Teesun PL-310 and built-in antenna, I was able to receive 
the Caribbean Beacon, R. Reloj, Radio Trinidad, Voice of Nevis, WBMJ, WDHP, WFAN, WGOD, 
WINS, WIVV, WOSO, WRVA, WSTA, WWI and WWRL. Amazing distances were WINS New 
York City, NY at 1,623 miles, !WWRL New York City, NY at 1,621.6 miles, WFAN New York City, 
NY at 1,621.1 miles and WRVA Richmond, VA at 14849 miles Please don't think I have the lusury 
tosit and chase MW DX all the time. I've been exceptionally lucky to receive a considerable number 
of stations employing judicious use of available time a few hours each day. While I endeavor to 
listen daily, this doesn’t always happen. There are actually some days and some weekends when I 
am unable to listen at all [also enjoy spending time with my family, bike riding (I pedaled over 
4,000 miles in the summer of 2010. Beginning in April, for 2011, I plan another 1,000 miles), 
shortwave listening/DXing, keeping up ‘my website, www-kg#laccom, being the e-DXN and 
NRCDXAS webmaster, monitoring Radio Romania International, monitoring Radio Bulgaria, etc 
1'm looking forward to another productive year in 2011. 73 and good listening.

“How good itis to see Musings coming back ! I for one have been away too long. Firs let me say 
that I ike Bruce Conti’s suggestions. The idea of publishing just once a month makes sense and also 
increasing to magazine size. I think, however, that Bruce, you should come to the next convention 
land make your case. And Jim, you are now two up on me on Musings, but I do value your 
contributions. As for me, Iam slowing down in my DXing but I'm still ati. [began DXing in 1932 
in Pittsurgh when I discovered that there was much more to hear than the 5 locals, then KDKA, 
WCAE, WIAS.KQV and WWSW/] I got a 4 tube Detrola for Christmas and learned about RADEX 
from my older sister and discovered the thrill of picking up such as KSL, KFI and KSL. Now 
RADEX was perfect for learning about DX with its listings of stations by frequency, location and 
call letters and its information of stations’ time on the air, ownership etc, and test programs and 
frequency checks. I enjoyed the reports of what was being heard but they never told me when to 
tune for foreign stations so I didn't really know how to log TAs and TPs even though most 
frequencies were clear all night long. I advanced to a 5 tube Philco and then a 6 tube all wave Phileo 
that served me until I got a Hammeriund HQ-180 in 1961..I was in the Army from 1943 to 1945 and 
it was there that I learned about TAs while in England, France, Belgium and Germany, and while in 
Germany after the war ended I had access to a radio and compiled a listing of European stations 
Back home, and now living near Philadelphia, still with the 6 tube Philo, [began to hear many of 
these TAs, and in 1958, now in Wallingford, Pa, [learned about the NRC thru an article in Radio-TV 
Experimenter. I joined the NRC and put up a long wire for my Phileo, and began, for the first time, 
to collect veries, and I specialized in foreign stations and countries. My country total stands at 131.1 
got an RSA in 1996 which [am still using along with 3 antenna slopers and a DXP-3A phaser, Allso 
have a KIWA loop as a spare. Im not as spry as I once was but having 2 great grand children and 
their mother living with my wife and me keeps me going. My DX these days is mostly checking 
TAs, my first DX love. 

‘Adding on some more on my Pittsburgh DXing days: Ia some experiences with the Pittsburgh 
stations that might be interesting. KDKA, then on 980 was owned by Westinghouse and in 1935 
‘when they opened their new modern studios in the Grant Building my fatther took me to the grand 
‘opening ceremonies, Around the same time he took me to their transmitter complex in Saxonburg, 
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Pa, which was more than 20 miles north of Pittsburgh. There I saw a lots of wood towers including 
the ones used by shortwave WSXK which sent their signal all over the world. On Saturday nights 
KDKA and WSXK broadcast messages to the far north. In 2001 I attended the NRC convention in 
Pittsburgh and visited both the place where they began broadcasting in 1920 and their new studios 
in Gateway Center. In 1942 I attended a New Years Day party at the apartment of KDKA announcer 
Bill Beale who had done som of the messages to the far north. The there was WWSW, which became 
the first all night Pittsburgh station in 1939. In 1936 T and my 8th grade class had gone to the 
WWSW studios to sing Christmas carols over the air. In 1942 I got to know WWSW announcer Bill 
Callen who later went on to become well known. Also, around 1938, when I was collecting 78 rp 
records I was sent to the KQV studios by my music store to buy some phonograph records on loan 
atthe station and their disc jockey, Joe Vallella sold them to me. He did an evening record program 
that ran from 7330 to 8:00 every night. They had to sign off then because they shared time with 
WSMK Dayton, Ohio, on 1380 kilocycles. KQV shared studios and transmitter with WIAS, 
Pittsburgh's CBS outlet. Incidentally, often at night when I was listening to a program on WJAS 1 
could clearly hear NBC programs from WEBC, Duluth, on the same frequency, 1290 then, The other 
Pittsburgh station then was WCAE, the NBC red network outlet, whose transmitter across the 
‘Monongahela River put in the best signal in our part of town. Ishall try to do another Muse soon 
and talk about the fabulous long distance reception conditions in the 1960s heard fram my present 
location, Wallingford, Pa. (Glad te hear from you Benl-DWS)

Quiet to 
unsettled conditions with a chance for an isolated active period from April 7-10 is expected in 
response to another recurrent CH HSS. A return to quiet levels is expected for the remainder of the
